Hickok 533 tube tester in the (rare?) metal, upright workbench cabinet. 
Tests 4-pin through subminiature tubes. Dirty. The 9-pin socket has 
been replaced with a non-Hickok socket. The rollchart is intact, turns 
easily and is readable. All knobs, fuses, sockets, etc are original and 

in 
good shape except I noticed testing 4-pin tubes that the socket pin 
clips are loose and can be intermittent if you fiddle with the tube. The 
other sockets seem okay. Test results are good and track with my 
other Hickok so I think it is working as designed. But the meter moves 
sluggishly as though it has some fluzz or hair in the movement that 
dampens its motion. It still reads out okay. But the needle seems to 
have no bounce or freedom of motion. This thing is in a metal 
Hickok-tagged cabinet that hold the tester vertically. I think these 
cabinets must have been pretty uncommon since I've never seen one 
before and the only Hickok catalog I have doesn't show one. $110 as 
described.
